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INSTITUTE  CORNER 


Interest  in  our  program  continues,  and  applications 
are  at  an  all-time  high.  We  have  accepted  deposits 
from  58  students  for  next  year's  entering  class,  and 
are  currently  placing  additional  qualified  candidates 
on  a waiting  list.  We  are  continuing  to  admit 
registered  nurses. 

This  June,  we  will  be  graduating  39  students.  Of 
these  39,  34  are  4 year  college  graduates  and  5 are 
registered  nurses. 

I am  pleased  to  share  exciting  news  about  the 
Institute  with  you.  we  have  been  notified  that  the 
grant  we  submitted  to  the  Helene  Fuld  Health  Trust 
has  been  approved  and  funded  in  the  amount  of 
$70,000.00.  Of  385  grants  submitted,  our  application 
was  one  of  144  that  were  funded.  This  award  is  a 
"first"  for  the  Nursing  Program.  Our  grant  application 
was  written  by  Jean  Leuner,  Patrice  Nicholas,  and 
me.  The  moneys  were  awarded  for  the  development 
of  a state-of-the-art  media  center  for  the  program 
and  will  be  used  to  purchase  computer  hardware  and 
software. 

We  have  also  been  awarded  $50,589.00  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  These 
funds  will  provide  professional  nurse  traineeships  to 
students  in  the  program,  and  are  a welcome  source  of 
financial  aid. 
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The  Institute  is  moving!  Our  lease  at  River  Street 

will  expire  on  September  1,  and  the  real  estate 
market  is  such  that,  under  President  McCarthy’s 
leadership,  we  were  able  to  secure  new  space  that 
will  allow  faculty  and  students  to  live  under  the 
same  roof.  We  will  be  located  at  101  Merrimac 
Street  in  brand-new  quarters  that  are  being  designed 
to  fit  our  needs,  while  we  will  miss  the  history  and 
tradition  of  nursing  education  that  is  clearly  evident 
in  Ruth  Sleeper  Hall,  it  will  be  nice  to  be  in  closer 
proximity  to  our  students  and  to  have  central  heat 
and  air  conditioning,  elevators,  and  a newly  designed 
skills  laboratory.  We  invite  you  all  to  come  visit  and 
will  keep  you  posted  on  further  details. 

I hope  all  of  you  have  a pleasant,  restful  summer.  I 
look  forward  to  seeing  you  at  this  fall’s  Homecoming.

HOMECOMING 

"You  can't  go  home  again"  is  the  title 
of  a book  I read  long  ago.  I 
understood  then,  as  I do  now  what 
Thomas  Wolfe  meant.  You  can 
return  to  the  turf,  the  position,  or  the 
territory,  but  you  can't  always  feel 
the  same  feelings,  experience  the 
same  joys,  cry  the  same  tears.  For 
things  are  not  the  same.  They 
always  change. 

1948  - 1952  were  my  Boston  years, 
when  I studied  nursing,  and  then 
worked  in  my  very  first  job. 
Recognizing  a built-in  wanderlust,  I 
moved  away,  to  look  for  other 
challenges  and  explore  the  world.  I 
went  back  only  once,  driving 
through  in  1957  on  my  way  to 
somewhere  else  - an  unremarkable 
visit.  But  this  September  I returned 
with  my  husband  and  two  dearest 
classmates,  now  residents  of 
Winnipeg  and  Denver,  and  stayed 
five  days.  It  was  the  annual 
"Homecoming"  at  the  hospital. 
Prone  to  reflection,  I wanted  to 
study  my  feelings  about  that  event 
for  I felt  both  glad  and  sad. 

Eagerness  characterized  my 
anticipation  of  the  long  awaited  day, 
and  curiosity  as  to  what  It  would  all 
be  like.  I felt  almost  high  - talkative, 
flushed  in  colour,  restless  and 
unable  to  sit  still.  As  we  assembled 
at  the  hotel  there  was  much 
hugging  and  screeching  as  we 
recognized  each  other  from  many 
years  past.  "This  Is  fun,"  I thought. 
"I'm  glad  I camel" 
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We  talked  about  the  good  old  days, 
plus  the  bad  old  days.  Fortunately, 
slavery  has  been  outlawed,  for  there 
were  many  days  we  felt  truly  chained 
to  hard  classes  and  impossibly 
heavy  patient  assignments.  But  we 
recalled  fun  times  too  - late  night 
bridge  games,  parties  after  hours, 
Christmases  on  the  wards.  I 
enjoyed  this  king  of  reminiscing. 
Nostalgia  seems  to  bring  a warm 
feeling  ail  over.  There  wasn't  one  of 
us  who  voiced  any  regrets  at  having 
chose  the  course  we  did,  for  it  was 
truly  a sound  education.  I felt 
grateful  for  that,  for  35  years  in  my 
happy  and  productive  career,  and 
for  the  special  ties  I felt  to  my 
classmates.  Then  too,  living  and 
exploring  a wonderfully  cultural  city 
had  been  an  education  in  itself. 

Once  in  awhile,  and  especially  after 
Homecoming  Day,  I've  felt  sad. 
After  months  of  glorious 
expectations,  It  was  all  over.  But 
mostly  I've  felt  bewildered  that  40 
years  of  my  life  have  passed  by. 
How  can  it  by?  Where  have  they 
gone?  I look  around  and  see  gray- 
haired friends,  a balding  husband, 
and  many  expanding  waistlines. 
Everyone  is  older.  One's  mortality 
comes  to  the  front  In  retirement 
years.  Most  of  us  accept  life's 
limited  span,  who  wants  to  live  on 
forever?  But  there  is  always 
unfinished  business  - places  to  go, 
new  things  to  do,  children  and 
grandchildren  to  watch  grow  and 
mature. 

What  will  my  daughters  by  like  at  50? 
Will  our  newly  planted  trees  grow 
strong,  or  die  out  from  fraught? 
What  will  happen  to  our  small  towns, 
and  planet  earth?  Will  we  ever 


know?  Such  thoughts  didn't  bother 
me  much  when  I was  young.  In 
school,  the  immediate  took 
precedence  over  all,  for  every  day 
presented  hurdles.  And  I think  I was 
more  optimistic,  as  I waited  for  like  to 
unforl  before  me. 

Now,  in  1991,  a large  part  of  that 
unfolding  is  over.  On  that  day  in 
September,  a different  person 
appeared  on  the  Boston  scene,  a 
composite  of  forty  more  years  of 
living.
